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‘New LDP must 
protect Wenvoe’ 


T he Wenvoe 
Residents’ 
Action 

Group (WRAG) 
would like to 
respond to com¬ 
ments made by 
Redrow in The 
GEM (October 4 
edition). 

We would like to 
point out that the Vale 
Council had identified 
land to the west of Port 
Road as “suitable for 
residential 

development as part of 
the LDP only from 
Phase 3 (2021 onwards) 
- if all other more suit¬ 
able sites in the Vale 
had already been used 
and if there was still a 
pressing housing need. 

This application for 
outline planning permis¬ 
sion is clearly oppor¬ 
tunistic in the extreme. 
No one from Redrow 
has approached WRAG 
to ask what villagers’ 
concerns are. 

We understand that 
the revised LDP is due 
to be published next 
month - but, sadly, 
despite Labour’s 
encouraging pledges 
before the May elec¬ 
tions, we now have no 
confidence that the plan 
will have been properly 
taken “back to the draw¬ 
ing-board”, as promised 
by Labour earlier this 
year. 


We are sincerely hop¬ 
ing that the Vale 
Council is taking its 
responsibilities as seri¬ 
ously as it should. 

The Planning 
Inspectorate report of 
1999 stated that Wenvoe 
needed protection from 
“inappropriate develop¬ 
ment in the country¬ 
side”', and that “any fur¬ 
ther residential develop¬ 
ment of Wenvoe should 
be strictly limited to the 
area within its settle¬ 
ment boundary”. 

The Inspectorate fur¬ 
ther recommended that 
“the area surrounding 
Wenvoe, outside the set¬ 
tlement boundary, 
should be designated 
green belt”. 

If recommendations 
by the Planning 
Inspectorate are simply 
to be disregarded when 
the council so chooses 
(which is what has hap¬ 
pened for the last 13 
years), what is the point 
in having them there in 
the first place? 

We very much hope 
that sense will prevail in 
the forthcoming months, 
in the council rejecting 
the current Redrow 
planning application, 
and in removing the site 
entirely from the LDP 
when it is re-published, 
and including a green 
belt for the eastern Vale.

Fly-grazing: 
Time for the

Y our correspondent’s frustration 
(GEM letters, last week) at the 
lack of identification of the cul¬ 
prits of the recent fly-grazing incident in 
Colwinston, suggests that she is unaware 
of the difficult background to such 
events.

It is, however, clear from the BBC 
report that this is a widespread and seri¬ 
ous matter which requires multi-agency - 
indeed, Welsh Government, action.

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GEM READER SAYS: 

"Council must 
be strong and 
scrap the LDP’ 


I REFER to the 
number of let¬ 
ters that have 
appeared in recent 
editions of The 
GEM, relating to 
the future of the 
LDP and the 
uncertainty over 
what is actually 
going to happen. 

Despite repeated 
statements by Vale 
Council leader Neil 
Moore and other 
Labour members that 
the LDP has been 
scrapped, and will be 
replaced by a new plan, 
other letters have 
claimed that council 
officers have not been 
given any alternative 
instructions by the new 
administration and that 
they continue to work 
on the existing LDP. 

Reference has also 
been made to the recent 
meeting with Welsh 
Government officials 
when it was stated that 
there was no desire to 
start the LDP process 
again. 

The cabinet are due 
to make the decision on 
the future of the LDP, 
when they consider the 
council officer’s report 
on November 5. 

If the report states 
that it is not possible to 
scrap the LDP and carry 
out a full review, then I 
would urge cabinet 
members to throw the 
report out. 

The Labour Party 
was elected on the basis 
of an election pledge 
that they would scrap 
the current LDP and 
replace it with a new 
one. 

Recent statements by 
Couns Neil Moore, Lis 
Burnett and John 
Drysdale expressed 
concerns that the con¬ 
sultation carried out on 
the LDP was not satis¬ 
factory, far too compli¬ 
cated, and confirmed 
that there will be a new 
LDP, which will pro¬ 
vide a fair balance of 
development across the 
Vale - based on a sound 
estimate of what is 
needed, and consider 
factors such as conges¬ 
tion and infrastructure 


needs, and be sustain¬ 
able in the long term. 

The only way that 
this can be achieved is 
by changing the LDP 
strategy and allocating 
sites in a revised LDP, 
which would then be 
put out for consultation. 

There is no doubt 
that the strategy of the 
current LDP is unpopu¬ 
lar with the vast majori¬ 
ty of the residents of the 
Vale, as demonstrated 
by the thousands of 
people who have 
objected to the deposit 
LDP. 

Unfortunately, it was 
not until the LDP was 
placed on deposit, that 
it became obvious how 
unpopular the strategy 
is - as when the draft 
strategy was subject to 
consultation in 2008, 
only 210 comments 
were received and less 
than 100 of these actu¬ 
ally supported the strat¬ 
egy- 

The Labour Party are 
perfectly entitled to 
honour their election 
pledge and should not 
accept the advice of 
councilAVelsh 
Government officers, 
whose main priority is 
to get the LDP adopted 
as soon as possible, 
even though the loca¬ 
tions of a lot of the allo¬ 
cated development sites 
are totally inappropri¬ 
ate, against the wishes 
of those who voted for 
the Labour Party, and 
the majority of people 
in the Vale.

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Covincillor welcomes 
reduction in some Vale 
leisure centre charges 


A Penarth councillor says 
he has had charges for 
some indoor sports, such 
as tennis, reduced after 
making representations to 
the Vale Council. 

Coun Anthony Ernest, who 
held responsibility for the 
council’s five leisure centres 
until recently, was approached 
hy a constituent who had been 
charged £9 for 45 minutes, 
when he and his children 
signed up for a game of tennis 
at Penarth. 

Coun Ernest said it 


appeared that the new opera¬ 
tors, Parkwood, were charg¬ 
ing ‘per person, per hour’, 
rather than the previous rates 
of ‘per court, per hour’ - and 
it would have worked out at 
£16 per hour overall, com¬ 
pared with just £3.90 per hour 
at another major sports facili¬ 
ty in Cardiff. 

Said Coun Ernest: “Clearly 
there was a problem with 
these exhorbitant new rates 
and I took immediate action 
to find out why Penarth was 
now so expensive, compared 
with comparable leisure facili¬ 


ties elsewhere. 

“There is no doubt that had 
these rates continued to be 
charged, that the useage of 
Penarth and the other Vale 
centres would have seriously 
suffered.” 

He added: “I am pleased to 
say that following my repre¬ 
sentations, the position was 
resolved within 24 hours, and 
the charges have now been 
reduced to a competitive level 
for these popular sports, on 
an ‘hourly’, rather than ‘per 
person’, basis.”

22 per cent of 
new housing in 
Vale affordable, 
council insists 


THE Vale Council 
has revealed that 
more than 22 per 
cent of new housing 
in the area during 
2011/12 was 

‘affordable’. 

“This figure corrects 
that published in a 
recent Welsh 

Government report 
which put the level of 
new affordable homes 
in the Vale at 3 per cent 
the lowest in Wales,” a 
spokeswoman stated, 
adding that there were 
concerns about the fig¬ 
ure and council offi¬ 
cials analysed the data 
submitted to the Local 
Government Data 
Unit. 

This revealed that 
the returns failed to 
take into account sites 
that were developed 
and completed during 
the year to provide 
affordable housing. 

Rob Thomas, direc¬ 
tor of development 
services, said: “The 


correct data shows that 
22.6 per cent of all new 
housing provided in the 
Vale of Glamorgan 
during 2011/12 was 
affordable. 

“This is in clear con¬ 
trast to the 3 per cent 
reported in the recent 
‘Local Government 
Performance’ report 
from the Local 
Government Data 
Unit. 

The actual figures 
show a total of 40 
affordable units pro¬ 
vided out of a total of 
177 units.” 

He added: “This 
revised figure has been 
submitted to Welsh 
Government, so that 
the records can be 
amended accordingly 
and more stringent 
checks have now been 
put in place prior to 
submitting returns in 
this important area.”

Severn Barrage row 
rumbles on as an AM 
calls for local focus 


THE row over proposals to 
build a barrage between 
Lavernock Point and 
Somerset has continued, with 
local AM Andrew RT Davies 
calling for the Welsh 
Government to conduct a 
comprehensive consultation 
with local residents. 

Mr Davies said it was time to end 
the uncertainty faced by residents in 
recent years. He was speaking fol¬ 
lowing a debate in the Senedd on 
renewable energy from the Severn 
Estuary. 

He said: “We have heard a lot of 
discussion about the potential impact 
on the local environment, and of 
course the potential economic foot¬ 
print that a project of this size could 
have in Wales. 


“It is clear that we have an energy 
source of great potential on our 
doorstep with the Severn Barrage 
project. Time and time again propos¬ 
als have come forward and each time 
nothing concrete has emerged. 

“If the Welsh Government are seri¬ 
ous about the project, there needs to 
be a proper consultation and discus¬ 
sion with locals, as well as clarity 
over the likely deadline for a final 
decision. We can’t keep people wait¬ 
ing in limbo forever. 

“They need to decide whether this 
project is financially viable and con¬ 
sider how much, if any, public 
money will be earmarked for it. 

“What we don’t want is a wave of 
publicity and a huge fanfare, only for 
residents to find out further down the 
line that the project is to be put in 
mothballs once again.”

SECRET BUNKER WHERE 
WATCHERS WAITED 
FOR WARTIME INVASION 


NINE Penarth and district 
Ramblers met Pam and 
Krys for a local walk in the 
Cefn Onn area, and walk¬ 
ing north up a railway cut¬ 
ting, passed the golf course 
and a ventilation shaft for 
the railway tunnel that lay 
ahead, which can only be 
accessed on foot. 

In 1871, the Rhymney Railway 
provided a link to Cardiff Dock 
and in 1858 the Rhymney 
Caerphilly line ran through the 
1,935 yard tunnel taking the rail¬ 
way underneath Caerphilly 
Mountain. 

The small railway station Cefn 
Onn Halt was opened by the Great 
Western Railway to serve the sur¬ 
rounding wooded area, but was 
finally closed in September 1986, 
as the area had changed and grown 
with the M4 motorway and the 
vast amount of housing develop¬ 
ment nearby. 

Going uphill along a bridleway 


and passing a small stream, they 
joined a path through deciduous 
woodland and part of the 28-mile 
Rhymney Valley Ridgeway Walk 
to enjoy brilliant views over to 
Caerphilly Castle shrouded in mist 
that had still not burned off. 

On continuing along the ridge 
and crossing road gates led into a 
field and then more woodland, 
from where a bridle path led 
downhill past ruined buildings 
into a small wooded valley. 

Two footbridges over the 
stream were crossed in close suc¬ 
cession at Coed Coesau eventually 
leading to a restored concrete 
bunker, built during World War 
Two to conceal a secret group 
known as the Auxiliary Unit, set 
up to relay vital information about 
the German invaders for counter 
attacks by the British. 

A gradual climb uphill onto the 
ridge above the steep-sided Craig 
Llysfaen meant brilliant views 
across the Bristol Channel, taking 
in Flat and Steep Holm and cross¬ 
ing the ridge clear views of the 


Llanishen reservoirs and on to the 
Millennium Stadium and Cardiff 
Bay in the distance. 

Passing the 264m trig point, the 
group joined Graig Road, follow¬ 
ing it downhill for a short while 
before a track leading past some 
houses saw them re-joining their 
initial path for the short trip back 
to Cefn Onn.

Conservative duo call for improved 
cancer treatment times in the Vale 


TWO Conservative 
politicians are 
angry that targets 
concerning the time 
taken to start can¬ 
cer treatments 
weren’t being met 
in the Vale. 

Both regional AM 
Andrew RT Davies and 
Vale MP Alun Cairns 
were “disappointed” 
that one in seven cancer 
patients starting urgent 
treatment in August 
were not seen within 
the Government’s target 
time. 

The Welsh 

Government’s target is 
to treat 95 per cent 
within 62 days of being 


diagnosed. Alun Cairns 
claims that target has 
not been met since First 
Minister Carwyn Jones 
took up his position. 

According to them, 
during August 2012, 11 
people in Cardiff and 
the Vale out of a total 
of 75, more than one in 
seven, were not treated 
within 62 days - 10 per 
cent below the target. 
Figures for June (three 
per cent) and July (14 
per cent) also showed 
targets not being met. 

Alun Cairns said: “I 
am so angry that people 
in the Vale and across 
Wales fail to receive 
the treatment they need 


to battle cancer, within 
the time-frame that the 
Welsh Government has 
set. As we all know, 
getting treatment for 
cancer as soon as possi¬ 
ble is critical. Long 
delays are frightening 
and only add to the 
strain, pressure and fear 
felt by patients and 
their families. 

“Delays in treatment 
and the inaccessibility 
of cancer drugs for 
patients in the Vale is 
something that all too 
regularly crops up in 
my constituency surger¬ 
ies.”

“The fact is that these 
vital targets have not 
been met in Wales 
since the First Minister 
took up his post, and 
until they are we will 
be nowhere near the 
first-class treatment we 
deserve.

“While we recognise 
that this failure to meet 
target is not acceptable, 
it’s important to note 
that the 62-day target 
relates to patients who 
may have cancer but 
who, as yet, have no 
formal diagnosis. 

“The UHB complies 
fully with the 31-day 
cancer treatment target, 
which applies to 


patients who have been 
diagnosed with cancer.”

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Local charity steps in to tackle prostate 
disease with new laser equipment 



A WELSH 

charity that 
began life in 
Cowbridge, has 
stepped forward 
once again to pay 
for a high-tech 
machine that can 
make a huge dif¬ 
ference to men 


with prostate dis¬ 
ease. 

It was eight years ago 
that the GLAZE Charity 
Trust raised the money 
to buy a Green Light 
Laser machine for the 
Princess of Wales 
Hospital in Bridgend, 
and the charity has been 
supporting its upkeep 
and running costs ever 


since. More than 1,100 
men have been treated 
with the laser technolo¬ 
gy and the hospital’s 
urological department is 
now the leading training 
unit of its kind in UK. 

GLAZE, which is an 
integral part of Prostate 
Cymru Charity Trust, 
said support from com¬ 
panies and donations 


from individuals had 
been crucial in provid¬ 
ing the additional 
£106,000 required to 
ensure the continuance 
of the Green Light 
Laser Treatment. 

The new Green light 
laser XPS system deliv¬ 
ers laser energy to the 
prostate and removes 
prostate tissue that is 
causing obstruction. 

Patients stay in hos¬ 
pital for about a day 
after treatment, as 
opposed to up to four 
days with a more stan¬ 
dard procedure. 

Prostate Cymru and 
Glaze founder and 
trustee, Ray Murray, 
said: “Prostate disease, 
both malignant and 
benign, is the most 
common form of dis¬ 
ease diagnosed in Welsh 
men. 

“Our charities want 
to ensure that we have 
the most modern and 
successful equipment 
available, as well as 
highly-trained surgeons. 

“We are tremendous¬ 
ly grateful for the sup¬ 
port we have received 
from companies in 
Wales, and from people 
who have raised money 
on our behalf through 
sponsorships and other 
activities. 

“Companies such as 


Rockwool, Tata Steel 
and GE Aviation, have 
been really supportive. 
We have held prostate 
disease awareness days 
on many firms’ premis¬ 
es - and so our relation¬ 
ship is proving mutually 
beneficial.” 

Andy Thomas,, who 
is a senior urology con¬ 
sultant at the Princess of 
Wales Hospital, said: “I 
am truly thankful to 
GLAZE, Prostate 
Cymru and its support¬ 
ers for facilitating the 
purchase of the new 
third Generation Green 
light laser system for 
the Princess of Wales 
Hospital. 

“We have been using 
this laser in the recent 
European trial of Green 
light versus another 
established system. 

“The increased 
power and speed of the 
new laser has proven to 
be a great advance over 
the one we used previ¬ 
ously. 

“The hospital offers 
the only NHS Green 
light laser in service in 
Wales. With the increas¬ 
ing cost pressures being 
home by the NHS, it 
was likely that this serv¬ 
ice would have been 
lost, as funds may not 
have been found to pur¬ 
chase the new laser. 


“Thanks to GLAZE, 
this threat has been 
removed and Welsh 
men now still have the 
opportunity to undergo 
safe day case surgery to 
treat benign prostate 
conditions.” 

Mr Murray added, 
“Prostate Cymru is now 
seeking to raise funds 
for a Robotic 
Laparoscopic Surgical 
System. 

“This kind of precise 
and minimally invasive 
surgery is widely avail¬ 
able in Europe and 


North America, but not 
in Wales. There are 
nearly 40 robotic surgi¬ 
cal machines in 
England, where this sur¬ 
gery is free on the NHS, 
but not a single one in 
Wales. 

“So, if a man in 
Wales wishes to have 
robotic surgery, the 
chances are that he will 
have to pay privately 
for treatment in an 
English hospital, at a 
cost of up to £15,000. 

“We are aiming to 
raise £1.7 million for 


the first machine in 
Wales by our 
‘Operation Robot’ cam¬ 
paign. 

“It’s an ambitious 
target but we are plan¬ 
ning some very big 
fund-raising initiatives. 

“We need all the sup¬ 
port we can get, so 
we’d be delighted to 
hear from anyone out 
there who can help us 
achieve this important 
objective.”

O NE thing any home-owner 
can do as Christmas 
approaches is check if money 
is being wasted on heating bills. 

That’s why it is a good idea to look at a 
new Welsh Assembly Government (WAG) 
scheme, that is making £13 million available 
for this very purpose. 

The Environment Minister, John Griffiths 
said the money will be divided between two 
fuel poverty schemes, ‘Nest’ and ‘Arbed’, 
both of which target investment at those peo¬ 
ple most in need of help. 

Speaking at the launch of Big Energy Sav¬ 
ings Week at the Bridgend shopping outlet, 
McArthurGlen, he said: “Rising energy costs 
and the current economic conditions mean 
that too many people in Wales are becoming 
vulnerable to fuel poverty. 

“The Welsh Government is committed 
taking action to tackle this issue, and that is 
why Nest, our fuel poverty scheme, targets 
investment at those people most at risk. 

“Latest figures show that since April 2011, 
Nest has provided advice and support to 
more than 15,000 households to help them 
reduce their bills, and has funded energy¬ 


saving improvement in around 5,600 homes. 

“These improvement packages really do 
make a difference, resulting in an average 
saving of £500 per household, so I am 
delighted that we have been able to allocate 
significant additional money to such a bene¬ 
ficial scheme. 

“The £13m will be shared between Nest 
and our strategic energy scheme, Arbed, 
which in its first phase helped to make 6,000 
homes in some of Wales poorest areas more 
energy efficient. 

“We are now moving into Arbed’s second 
phase and expect it to benefit a further 5,000 
homes plus % 2016. 

“Both Nest and Arbed make a genuine dif¬ 
ference to the quality of life of Welsh house¬ 
holders, resulting in warmer homes and 
reduced fuel bills, and I am delighted that we 
are able to maintain our investment in tack¬ 
ling fuel poverty at this economically diffi¬ 
cult time.” 

Einance Minister, Jane Hutt said: “The 
additional £10million to improve domestic 
energy will make a real difference, ensuring 
warmer homes and more manageable fuel 
bills for many of Wales’ less well off house¬ 
holders.”

Short film warns 
of the dangers of 
illegal fireworks 


SOUTH Wales and 
Mid and West Fire 
and Rescue Service 
have launched their 
firework safety 
campaign with a 
‘Pay the Price’ 
short film, illustrat¬ 
ing the conse¬ 
quences of using 
illegal fireworks. 

It supports their zero 
tolerance approach of 
the sale of illegal 
Fireworks. 

They are working 
with their partners 
throughout Wales to 
promote a range of safe¬ 
ty messages during the 
bonfire period this year. 

The main objective 
is to stop members of 
the public from purchas¬ 
ing illegal fireworks and 
encourage everyone to 
attend official and 
organised bonfire and 
firework events for a 
safe and enjoyable 
evening. 

The video is available 
to download from their 
websites, and also via 
the SWFRS Fire Crime 
Unit App. This is the 
first Fire and Rescue 
Service App in the UK 
and is completely free to 
download. 

Last year. South 
Wales Fire and Rescue 
Service seized more 
than half a ton and in 
excess of £10,000 worth 
of illegal fireworks. It 


points out that these ille¬ 
gal fireworks are often 
sold on to the public at a 
lower price than the 
shops and supermarkets. 

Not only are these 
fireworks extremely 
dangerous and capable 
of causing serious 
injury, they are often 
imported from abroad 
and do not conform to 
British Standards. They 
are also stored by unli¬ 
censed vendors and cost 
the taxpayer thousands 
of pounds each year. 

Head of Fire Crime 
Unit at South Wales Fire 
and Rescue Service, 
Garry Davies, said: 
“Illegal fireworks can be 
highly dangerous as 
they have not been 
through the same safety 
checks as legal fire¬ 
works and do not con¬ 
form to British 
Standards. The ‘Pay the 
Price’ film will show the 
devastating effects ille¬ 
gal fireworks can have 
on the user and those 
around them. 

“Even when using 
legal fireworks at pri¬ 
vate parties, this can 
still be dangerous if the 
fireworks code is not 
followed properly. 

“We urge members of 
the public to stay safe 
this fireworks night and 
attend an official organ¬ 
ised display, which are a 
lot safer. ”

Skyfall-s... but 
earth 


move for 
this reviewer! 


I T has been six 
years since 
Daniel Craig 
shook off the 
‘blonde Bond’ tags 
and made the char¬ 
acter of 007 seem 
fresh and vital 
again in Casino 
Royale, and four 
years since the 
underwhelming fol¬ 
low-up, Quantum of 
Solace, stripped 
away some of the 
momentum. 

In the meantime, 
there have been false 
starts caused by studio 
instability, but James 
Bond finally returns, in 
his 50th anniversary 
year no less, in Skyfall. 

This time round 
Bond, after being pre¬ 
sumed killed in action, 
returns to help M (Judi 
Dench) when she loses 
vital information about 
undercover agents; 
information that a shad¬ 
owy figure from her 
past, Raoul Silva (Javier 
Bardem), is intent on 
using to bring M, and 
the world, to their 
knees... 

When James Bond 
was rebooted in 2006 
with Casino Royale, it 
seemed to give the char¬ 
acter a new lease of life. 
Harder-hitting, colder 
and less concerned with 
flashy, OTT histrionics, 
the Daniel Craig era 
landed with a bang, one 
that lessened slightly 
with Quantum (rf Solace 
two years later. 

So with Skyfall there 
was much for Craig, and 
director Sam Mendes, to 
prove - was Casino 
Royale the template for 
the future or simply an 
aberration, albeit one 
that was a huge success. 

What they have 
proved is that cinema is 
a dull place without the 
adventures of James 
Bond, but Skyfall isn’t 
quite the riposte needed, 
particularly in the fran¬ 
chise’s 50th year, the 
film feels underwhelm¬ 
ing and slightly sluggish 
where it should be 
sprightly and full of life. 

Three films in and 
Daniel Craig looks the 
part of 007 without a 
doubt, melding 
Fleming’s written Bond 
to his stoic personality. 
Craig seems relaxed and 
his performance is 
charming, but also hints 
at the chinks in the char¬ 
acter’s armour, looking 
inward far more than 
any other Bond has 
done. 

Bond’s journey here 
is more personal than 
professional and Craig 
handles the quieter 
moments solidly without 
over-extending himself. 

The main acting plau¬ 
dits here go to Javier 
Bardem who delivers an 
incredible villain, and 
Judi Dench who, on her

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seventh Bond outing, 
finally gets something 
juicy to get her teeth 
stuck into. 

Bardem can do chill¬ 
ing villainy with ease, as 
No Country For Old 
Men attested, but add in 
flamboyance, a malevo¬ 
lence that simmers 
rather than boils, and 
seemingly Christopher 
Walken’s hair from A 
View To A Kill, and you 
have a Bond villain wor¬ 
thy of that name. 

Outlandish but rooted 
in reality, Bardem is the 
best adversary 007 has 
faced in recent memory, 
and the actor delivers an 
outstanding turn. 

Dench, meanwhile, 
gets the chance to shine, 
the film focussing on 
her past misdemeanors 
and her relationship with with some (admittedly 
Bond, and the actress 
offers a wonderful turn 
that strikes an emotional 
note amidst the bom- 


Shanghai-set mission. 

His strength really 
lies in dealing with 
actors, and given the 
dramatic heft required 
here he proves a canny 
choice, marshalling the 
story and the perform¬ 
ances well. 

The real disappoint¬ 
ment comes from the 
screenplay, which fails 
to balance the intriguing 
strand of Bond being a 
man out of time and his 
relationship with M with 
the common, and 
episodic, globe-trotting 
adventures that feel less 
interesting than the sub 
plots. 

It would a brave 
move indeed to concen¬ 
trate solely on the char¬ 
acters and their motiva¬ 
tions without throwing 
in the action that is par 
for the course for this 
franchise, but one that 
would have been rather 
more fulfilling. 

Not quite the 50th 
birthday present you 
would have wanted, 
Skyfall isn’t an awful 
film, and ticks the boxes 
that every Bond film 
should tick; but with the 
people involved, you 
would have expected 
something a bit more 
invigorating than a re¬ 
heating of the fran¬ 
chise’s best moments 


bast. 

There are rich pick¬ 
ings among the support 
cast - Ben Whishaw, 
Naomie Harris and 
Ralph Fiennes all mark¬ 
ing their first outings in 
the franchise with satis¬ 
fying turns, with Albert 
Finney making a pleas¬ 
ing appearance in the 
final act.

WHEN I was young 
I lusted after the 
Matra Rancho 
(1977 to 1984), 
probably the first 
leisure activity 
vehicle, inspired by 
Range Rover - Kim 
Basinger came later 
for me. 

Driving the Citroen 
Berlingo Multispace has 
reignited those memo¬ 
ries as it looks similar, if 
taller than the Rancho. 

At first glance the 
Pope-mobile styled 
design is not my typical 
choice of transport. 
However, it is a family- 
friendly people mover 
and a true multi-purpose 
vehicle - the perfect 
option for taking my 
wife, her parents and our 
baby daughter on a fam¬ 
ily trip to London. 

The sliding rear doors 
are particularly easy to 
operate and are great for 
car parks where there’s 
never enough room to 
open a normal car door 
properly without bash¬ 
ing the vehicle next to 
you. Eor this reason, 
strapping Harriett into 
her baby seat in the 
Berlingo is so much eas¬ 
ier than usual. 

The Citroen’s boot 
makes light work of our 
luggage, consisting of 
numerous bags and a 
pushchair. 

It’s a marvellous fam¬ 
ily vehicle with plenty of 
cubby holes throughout 
as well as helpful over¬ 
head storage above the 
boot as you can see from 
the video at 
testdrives.biz. And 
there’s a high driving 
position, too. 

While at first the seats 
seem pretty comfortable, 
over a long journey they 
could be more support¬ 
ive. 

During our motorway 
jaunt Caroline’s mum 
wants to get something 
from the boot and I am 
fully expecting to have 
to stop, but she discovers 
that the boot cover can 
be lifted from inside. 
The designers have real¬ 
ly thought about the 
design of this vehicle. 

Inside, occupants are 
treated to a spacious and 
snazzy interior with a 
dash of blue on the fab¬ 
rics, complimenting the 
door trims and giving a 
bright and bubbly feel.

which is so often lacking 
in the clinical interiors 
of today. The dashboard 
is both user-friendly and 
funky. Copious amounts 
of glass ensure that it’s 
light and airy inside. 

The handbrake is 
right next to the driver’s 
seat, a bit too close for 
comfort but you get used 
to it after a while. Its 
gutsy 1.6-litre, 90bhp 
diesel engine can cover 
more than 600 miles 
with its 60-litre tank. 
While the five-speed 
box is perfectly adequate 
I do wonder whether a 
sixth gear might further 
improve economy. 

Rear passengers get 
their own roof mounted 
air vents and fan control. 
During a balmy sum¬ 
mer’s day the air condi¬ 
tioning makes for a 
much more pleasant 
environment. 

Erom the outside the 
Berlingo Multispace is 
surprisingly compact 
when you consider the 
vast expanse of room 
inside. The mammoth 
tailgate makes a great 
shelter from the rain - in 
fact it is easy to imagine 
sitting on the edge of the 
boot and having a 
civilised picnic, with 
table, all under cover. 

The downside is that 
the driver has to remem¬ 
ber to leave space 
behind them in order to 
access the boot, making 
roadside parking an 
issue. 

When driving, it does 
feel a little remote and 
cumbersome, particular¬ 
ly on manoeuvring to 
overtake. When the driv¬ 
er looks over their right 
shoulder, to check all is 
clear, their vision is 
impeded by the centre 
pillar, so extra care is 
required. There’s no 
cruise control for motor¬ 
way travelling either. 

And if fifth gear is 


engaged at 30mph the 
vehicle shudders, result¬ 
ing in a rattle from the 
dash. 

Parkers, the car 
experts, say: “Spacious, 
practical and brimming 
with family-friendly fea¬ 
tures, the Berlingo 
Multispace is a five-seat 
people carrier for buy¬ 
ers on a budget. 

“It sits between the 
cheaper Xsara Picasso 
and stylish C4 Picasso 
in the Citroen range but, 
unlike its predecessor, is 
no longer based on a 
van. Instead, it uses car 
underpinnings, is com¬ 
fortable and surprisingly 
good to drive as a 
result. ” 

Similar to variants 
from both Eiat and 
Peugeot, which are also 
unconventionally styled, 
these vehicles are popu¬ 
lar with families, but the 
Citroen is particularly so 
because of its incredibly 
well-designed interior, 
keen price and strong 
economy.
